Modern Barcelona City of 
Great^raiity And Com- 
mercial Importance 

•Mlliough there is no open Jewish 
life In, .Spain at present the Jews in 
tlie various parlil. of the world hnv 
reat hausc to take an Interest I 
Spain, said Mr. l-'ltcli. K.C. at .i meet 
Ing of the Maccabacan C'irclc liclil 1 
the Union yesterday afternoon. 

Great numbers ot Jews lived there 
befo'ro tlic time of Christ until tho end 
of tho 15th century, when they were 
driven out along with the Sfoors by 
the Spaniards, lie s'.-.ted. In Spain tlic 
Jcv/s ii.ad their golden era In wliicii 
they ro.tc to the .greatest heights. 

Tho Jews tried to show that as they 
had been In Spain before the Chris- 
tian ur.a they had nothing lo do with 
tlic criiclfl.\tion ot Christ. However, 
the Spaniards cNpollcd tlioso .lews- 
who did not become Christians. This 
exit of the Jews left Spain a purely 
Chrisilail country. 

Barcelona Modern 
Mr. Fitch spoke of Jiarcclona as a 
city ot great betiuty ;.iid one that has 
every i.oiivenlencc of an up-to-date 
commercial centre. He nieiilioned two 
synagogues that were In perfect con- 
dition, one of which was a Gotliic type 
and the other was designed l^y Moor- 
ish architacta. 

U va.i Jlr, Fitch's opinion that thi 
fuiidiimenlal characlerlHtios ot Spain 
wore carried over lo Morocco by the 
Arabs and Jews on tliclr expulsion 
from Spain at tlic end of the 13th 
century. 

He stated that as far i.s be could 
see there was no diffcroncc in tho 
Jew of Morocco aud tho Jew of .Mon 
Ireal or -New-York. I to believed tliat 
tlie.v have the same appearance and

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THE UNIVERSITY OF UTOPIA— 

The trend of modern education Is toward 
gri.'«ti.'r iirOKtlgc uml lionor fur ibo ruulplcnt of ii 
collego degree, l"rcciloni of «ludciil tliought niid a 
llberul curriculum are the attributes of tho now 
typo of unlvcrnity. lir. Iloliert M. Hutchlnn, youth- 
ful (ircsident of tho University of Chicago, recently 
drew a striking picture of iho "Utopia'' university 
of tho modorn world In ii speech he delivered \ic- 
furo the fjoutllcrn Conference nn Eudcutlon at tli'^ 
University of North Carolina. Wo quote him: 

"In disregard of such tiino-bonorcd titles aw 
crraduatc school and senior and Junior vollrge, tho 
University of Utopia la divided into tho profes- 
sional schools and five divisions In arts: the 
hUDiaiiiticH, the social science, the physical fcicncea, 
tho biological sciences and the college. The college 
faculty Is charged with discovering what a Ren- 
trai higlier education In and with ndmtnlstcrlng it. 
A student enters upon his general higher educa- 
tion when he can show that ha is ready to do so 
Irrespective ot his years In high school or his 
Ki'adès there. Ue remains In the college until his 
general higher education ia complete, Irrospcotlvo 
of the time or courses taken there. Qeneral ex- 
aminations indicate bis abiliUea' and not tlio addi- 
tion of credit." 

This plan would allow great freedom. The stu- 
dent could follow most any lino of study without 
being hampered by divisions of colleges, courses 
«nd curriculum.. Ho would elect his studies and 
then prove his qualification to receive a degree by 
a general examination. The Instance is given by 
President Hutchlns of a student who wishes to 
atudy international affairs. Under the present 
aystam ho would be required to. major in history, 
economics or political science since at few insUtu- 
Uona there Is a department of "international rela- 
tions." "In one university with which I have been 
connected," asserts President Hutchins, "eleven 
different Interests on the campus are concerned 
with child development." These examples show 
how the student must glean what he can from 
many departments. Ho gains his knowledge of tho 
subject only indirectly. 

-' Too much emphasis is placed at present on a 
student's obtaining Just so many . credits. ' Passing 
course after course, the average student tends to 
forget ooes passed as he progresses down the 
list. When Uie student has passed the mhiimuiu 
number with the minimum average, ho is sent 
into the world as ai» educated person. 

There are ao many faults', with the present 
system of higher education that a cliange soon 
will follow, but this change only can be accom- 
plished by a slow process. The present system Is 
too deeply enrooted to be torn asunder by the 
adoption of such a system as Dr. Hutct)lns' Uni- 
versity of Utopia. The proposed revision of the 
curriculum of the College of Arts and Sciences of 
Indiana university, however, will be ono of th6 
li'rocesaes In thIa evolution. Tho realization of tho 
University of Utopia— tho dream of many gre.tt 
educators — la not far hence, and Indiana univer- 
sity, by accepting the new Ideas set forth in the 
proposed revision of the curriculum* gradually 
would be approaching this Ideal.

FACTORY LITERATURE 

The United States of Soviet Russia from its 
very Inception has been hard on the professional 
men of the country. For years after tho Red Ke- 
volution the t^elf-admission that ono belonged to 
the professional group tvas sufficient to cause one 
to lose bis head. 

Any work no matter bow necesnary it had been 
considered In tho old reglmo whiuli Is not done 
with tho hands In the new la looked down tipon. 
The entire upper oruat of Russian society has been 
done'away with either through the medium, of emi- 
gration, execution, or a leveling to the depths of 
all those who survived death or who elected to re- 
main within the borders of their native land. 

It is not for Us to hold any brief for eitlier side 
of the fsooialistio question, but the Russian policy 
is terrificàlly near sighted in that It attempts to 
give a beautiful thing — eciuality — lo the underpri- 
vileged who are not yol and prob.abIy will not be 
ready for one hundred years to rcoolve its duo to 
their having been without ediication or privileges 
for some two thotisands years. In their xcalous 
efforts they lose sight of fho fact thai they In 
their desire to bring eiiiiality (o ail, lue Just as 
vicious toward fho professional and educated 
classes as the Czarlst order ever was toward tho 
working classes, '
